London, Aug. 4 — Tho stubborn re­ 
sistance which the Russians are offer­ 
ing to the Austro-Gerniana and tile 
slowness with which the forces of the 
invaders have been able to move dur­ 
ing the last few days has led to the 
belief in some quarters th a t the (her­ 
man supply of am m unition is begin­ 
ning to feel the effect of the protract­ 
ed struggle and th a t Russia may yet 
eave the Polish capital. 
Previous experience with German 
tactics, however, has been that a tem ­ 
porary slowing 
down was 
followed 
soon by greater 
efforts 
and when 
Field 
Marshal 
von 
Mackensen 
has 
concluded his present operations in 
the southeast Field Marshal von Him 
denburg, it is expected, will renew his

There has been considerable fight 
ing in the western zone, in Artois, the 
Argonne and Alsace, but as usual the 
claims of the French and German gen 
oral staffs conflict, both assorting that 
the fighting favored their troops, ('n 
official reports from Holland say a hic 
battle has been in progress along the 
British front in Flanders since Sat 
urday, but there is no confirmation of 
this.

Attorney General Cites 1913 Statutes 
in Answering; Query on Sub­ 
scription Contests 


BARRED BY THE STATE STATUTE 


Law* was Enacted in Response to a 
General Demand to do Away with 
Raid on People’s Pockets 


Th** question of the 
legality of 
contests to in tin to newspaper circuli! 
tlon by offering prizes has 
finally 
been settled by an opinion from the 
attorney general of the stale, which 
is published In full in Tuesday's Min 
neapolls Jorunal and which is re 
produced below : 
Newspaper contests, with a sub 
scrlptton string tied to them, ar*' 
barred by a Minnesota statute. 
At 
torney General Lyndon A. Smith lias 
had occasion in tho last two years to 
call more than on*' publisher to ae 
count for infringing the law 
viola­ 
tion of w hich is punishable as a mis­ 
demeanor. 
It was supposed that tin existence 
of such a law was well understood 
by publishers, but only recently Mr. 
Smith received an Inquiry from an 
East Grand Forks pap* r asking if its 
(.im itation contest was illegal. 
Piano was Prize 
In this case, a piano was offered 
to th*' contestant "securing the larg 
cst number of votes to be given away 
with subscriptions,” and IO other 
prizes to I* sh successful competitors. 
The attorney general iii hts anaw r 
quoted Heel Iou 2 of 
Chapter 374.

ws of 1913, as follows: 
"W henever any person, for th* 
purpose of inducing the public to sub 
scribe for or buy any 
newspaper, 
magazine or periodical tor a vnluabl* 
consideration, offers and advertises to 
give a premium, gift or prize to any 
person or persons pro* (iring such sal* 
or subs* rlptIon, the person offering 
such gift shall be deemed to lo* en­ 
gaged In a gift enterprise, unless such 
premium, gift or prize Is absolute 
and does not depend tipan any chan* ** 
or contingency whatever. ’ 
Reason for Statute 
The 1913 stat ut** was enacted In 
response lo a general public demand 
for some limit to a raid upon the pew 
pie's pocketbooks by certain dully 
and weekly newspapers, 
magazine* 
and trade and religious journal# In 
efforts to inflate subscription lists by 
offering prize*. 
Usually th** contests have to do 
with “ the most beautiful,” or "the 
most popular." or the molt tom* 
thing els**. 
Th** sup* rlntlv* In «*a« It 
ease is measured by tbs number of 
subscriptions obtained, or the nun* 
ber of copies of the publication sold 
In procuring \*itlng coupons.

The German government proposes
